DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to applicant's arguments filed on 01/23/2009. 

The following is the current status of claims: 

Claims 1-12, 16, 18, 20-21, 29-32 and 38-47 have been canceled. 

Claims 48-86 have been added. The Examiner discusses the newly added claims in section 3. 
Claims 13-15, 17, 19, 22-28, 33-37 and 48-86 remain pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 01/23/2009, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered are persuasive, as a result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, 
the rejection of the last Office action has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. With respect to claims 13-15, 17,19, 22-28, 33-37 and 48-86 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to the independent claims 13, 85 and 86, the claimed features "creating the semantic object 
of the semantic object type to represent the target referent, and storing the semantic object on a 
computer-readable storage medium, the semantic object having a plurality of meta-tags; associating the 
meta-tag of the plurality of meta-tags with metadata; wherein at least one of, the meta-tag and the 
metadata is definable by an ontology" in conjunction with other elements of the independent claims are 
not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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4. The closest prior art, Gupta et al., USPT No. 6,513,059 relates to use of intelligent collaborative 
mobile agents in a computer network. 

Kroenke et al., USPT No. 5,809,297 relates to systems for creating database schemas. 

Bigelow et al., USPT No. 5,408,657 relates to data processing systems of the type which include 
various data files but fail to teach the above limitations.
